Warmly interested in whatever concerns the real 
progress of Ireland, whether moral or material, in 
the elevation of the standard of life among the la- 
bouring classes, in the general diffusion of education, 
in the security of property and of the fruits of the 
poor man’s industry, they view with more than in- 
difference all attempts to favour any one class 
or creed at the expense of the just rights of the 
others. Politicians of this school may not be so 
numerous in Ireland as they are in England, but the 
| school is a growing one and would soon become an in- 
fiuential one if had an adequate organ in the metro- 
politan Press. | 

Whatever be its numbers or its influence, it is to 
this public that we look for support. Holding our- 
selves entirely unconnected with all recognised par- 
ties, we shall labour to develope in Irish society such 
a public opinion as may command the respect and 
sympathy of all that is most intelligent and liberal in 
England. As Irishmen we shall think and speak ; 
but it shall be as Irishmen loyal to the British con- 
nexion, and proud to share in the destinies of the only 
first-rate Power in Europe that has known how to 
combine social order with individual freedom. We 


grievances, or to complaints that the interests of Ire- 
land are neglected in the Imperial Parliament; but 


consideration which Ireland receives in the Legisla- 


representatives she sends there. We shall studiously 
avoid offending the religious susceptibilities of any 
portion of the community. Questions, of course, 


which involves the recognition of religious differ- 
ences. We do not pretend for one moment that 
questions like this can be blinded; but we think that 
the discussion of them can be so conducted as to give 
no offences to reasonable men; and that is all we 
mean to aim at. The property of the Established 
Church and the Maynooth Grant ought, we think, to 
be left undisturbed. The gentlemen who devote 
themselves to raising agitation against the one or the 
other, we reckon amongst the worst nuisances of I[re- 
land. The impolitic rate called “ Ministers’ Money” 
stood on a very different footing, that it has been got 
rid of, and that the similar grievances of Church-rates 
in England, and the Annuity Tax in Edinburgh, are 
hastening to a similar extinction. 

To say that we shall zealously promote every well- 
considered enterprise tending to develope the indus- 
trial power of our country, is only to pledge our- 
selves to a duty which every Irish journal known to 
us has hitherto faithfully discharged. The unfortu- 
nate differences which separate Irishmen on other 
subjects has only rendered more striking and more 
zealous the uniformity which prevails on this. 

The distinctive principles of the Inisn Times will 
be gathered partly from what we have said above, 
partly from a reference to the main questions that 
are now pressing on public attention. With re- 
gard to the question of Parliamentary Reform, 
we think it now safe and right to extend the 
franchise to the more intelligent and well-conditioned 
portion of the working classes. The at RN that 
small and impoverished boroughs are the means of 
supplying the House with a superior class of repre- 
presentatives we hold to be utterly falsified by a 
reference to the Parliamentary Companion: We are 
therefore for such a readjustment of constituencies 
as may close that question for another generation. 
To the Ballot we are opposed; but we think that 
the democratic tendency of the measure, except so 
far as Ireland is concerned has been “overrated 
by its promoters. The extension of political power 
to the working classes gives enhanced importance to 
the question of National Education. We believe the 
different systems established in England and Ireland 
to be those respectively best adapted to the circum- 


that in Ireland the Nationa] system is likely to be 
soon encountered by an opposition still more for- 
midable than that which it has always experienced 
from the clergy of the Established Church : we shall 
contend against the abolition of this system as the 
most retrograde step ever attempted ‘even in Ireland. 
Connected with this question of education are those 
of Juvenile Reformatories and of the treatment of 
pauper orphans. Ireland is honorably distinguished 
by the success with which she is dealing with both 
these difficult subjects, and we shall devote to the 
experiments now in progress the attention their great 
social importance deserves. Few Irish questions ean 
compete in importance with that of Tenant Right: 
and the fact that so many distinguished members on 
different sides of the House have brought forward 
Bills on the subject is a sufficient proof that some 
further security than now exists is needed to induce 


‘That such men as Mr. Napier have failed 
in producing a satisfactory bill only proves the diffi- 
culty of the achievement. We hold it to be not the 
less our duty to’ press for legislation on the ‘subject, 
until some statesman may be found skilful-“enough 
and bold enough to settle this vexett question.

With every desire to advocate the reduction of the 
weight of taxation, we shall always plead for the 
maintaince of the naval and military services in their 
highest state of efficiency. On this ground, as well 
as on the higher grounds of humanity, we shall pro- 
mote every measure which has for its object the 
health and comfort of our soldiers and sailors. On

'The 
Ministry, he said, had no right either to resign or to 
disso ion a a consequence of their inevitable defeat 
on Lord John Russell's amendment. On the one 
hand, “ they took the Government with its engage- 
ments; the chief of those e ments was the car- 
rying of a Reform Bill, and that engagement, there- 
fore, above all others, they were bound to fulfil. On 
the other hand, if they ventured on the expedient of 
dissolving Parliament, even supposing that they 
found that course ible, they would expose the 
country to three distinct perils. In the first place, 
they would be proclaiming to Europe the division of 
our councils at a time in which the union and con- 
centration of our energies is required for the main- 
tenance of the of the Continent. In the next 
place they woul be exposing the Reform question, 
which it is our aim to deal with quietly and without 
clamour, to every species of agitation; and, as Lord 
Palmerston stated, “ it certainly was not the duty of a 
Conservative Government to permit the British Con- 
stitution to be scrambled for on every hustings.” 
Thirdly, if this Parliament were to be dispersed, 
would ‘there be any reasonable probability that a 
Parliament summoned in its place, perhaps. in the 
latter part of May, would carry a Reform Bill this 
year? If not, we should understand also that by a 
dissolution we were hanging up the suject for public 


agitation during twelve months. These considerations | 


must be in themselves conclusive to any Government 
that does not desire deliberately to expose itself to 
the ban of public opinion. But, as Lord Palmerston 
pointed out, the House of Commons has here a direct 
check upon the right of the minister to dissolve. 


“Parliament,” he observed, “has yet to the 


Appropriation Act, the Ways and Means Act, and 
to provide for certain Exchequer Bills which fall due 
in May.” It is not, therefore, a question whether 
Lord Derby will execute his idle threat so much as 
whether the Llouse of Commons will assent to its 
execution. It may be assumed, therefore, that the 
expedient of a dissolution is out of the question. 
Then we come to the question of a Ministerial 
crisis. Mr. Whiteside, indeed, who followed Lord 
Palmerston in debate, indi tly denied that the 
Government would accept the amendment and re- 
reconstruct their bill. There can be no doubt what 
their duty is; but the argument from their duty to 
their actions is unfortunately not very direct. As a 
question of moral obligation the matter stands very 
much as Lord Palmerston viewed it. The Govern- 
ment, he said, took office with its responsibilities, 


and unless they were assailed“ by a vote of want of 


confidence, couched in unmistakable terms, they could 
not be said to have discharged those responsibilities 
until they had again submitted their measures, re- 
constructed under the terms of any amendment 
which a majority of the House might force upon 
them. Lord Palmerston showed ‘also that they 
had virtually accepted this course on the Indian 
question last year. That question then stood ve 

mucly as the Reform question stands now. Their 
India Bill was condemned as generally as is their 


‘Reform Bill in its present shape. The adverse de- 


cision of the House, if that bill had been pressed 
upon it, was certain. But they reconstructed their 
measure in accordance-with the views of the Liberal 
party, and, when so reconstructed, the Liberal party 
assented to its passing into law. The Government 
is bound by its own precedent ; and, although no one 
would sanction an employment of the cumbrous ma- 
chinery by which the Indian measure was carried, it 
is pretty clear that “they are condemned to keep 
theif places” for the public convenience of the hour. 
Few, then, can dispute the expediency of-Lord John 
Russells amendment, “ If,” said Lord Palmerston, 
“that resolution had not been moved, the bill would 
undoubtedly be rejected, and the opportunity for set- 
tling this t question would have gone by.”

France, it contends, has a right to insist on such mea- 
sures being carried out in Italy, as shall entirely change 
her present anomalous position, which renders her a 
standing menace to the peace of Europe. | 

There are many here who consider that thé Emperor 
Napoleon III. is bent upon waging one of those “big 
wars which make ambition virtue.” If; however, there is 
anything calculated besides the unpopularity of the war 
here; to arrest him in this intemperate policy, it is the 
alacrity which all Germany has shown in answering the 
haughty defiance of the Court of France, and in prepar- 
ing herself for an immediate appeal to arms should the 
necessity arrive; and, again, the tone assuméd by 
Austria has been, perhaps, more than firm. She points 
to the treaties of 1815, and she even puts her troops in 
motion to support her arguments, and to protect her 
possessions. 

Rumour says that a treaty has for some time existed 
between the French Court and the Court at Turin, in 
which it is stipulated that the campaign of °59 is to 
commence in spring. : 

If this is correct what becomes of the address deli- 
vered by the Emperor of France on the occasion of the 
opening of the Chamber of Deputies? or, again, that of 
Count Cavour on the 9th of February last, when he an- 
nounced that the policy of Sardinia was ni provocatrice 
ni agressivo, but liberal, national and Italian? 

There is one argument in favour of the supposition 
that peace will be maintained, and that is that there are 
now 30,000 men belonging to the French army on fur- 
lough, and these men have not yet received any order to 
join their regiments ; on the other hand, however, we 
read of fresh regiments being sent to Algeria ; now the 
question is, are these regiments intended for the coast of 
Italy or for the interior of the French possessions in 
Africa? It is well known that Algeria requires but 
30,000 men, and she is already garrisoned with more 
than double that number, under the command of Gene- 
ral McMahon, who is acknowledged to be ote of the 
ablest generals in France. The passage from Marseilles 
to the Algerian coast is but a matter of some 48 hours, 
and allowing twice that time from Algeria to Genoty 
France would be able to strike a Very heavy and a very’ 
unexpected blow by way of the Mediterranean—and 
troops from all parts of France could now be thrown on 
the frontier in nearly as many hours as before it took 
weeks. 

When Prince Plon Plon, as Prince Napoleon is playfully 
termed, was dismissed from the ‘irection of Algerian: 
affairs a short time ago, no one seemed much astonished; 
for his temper is such as to render it difficult for any of the 
ministers to act in concert with him. His future career 
is very indefinite, especially if peace be maimtained, and 
Pion Plon, who has considerable ability, is left with 
nothing todo. All Paris pity his young wife; her 
reception here was excessively cold; the people did not 
even lift their hats as the cortege drove by. At first the 
police had given orders to their subordinates to cry 
“ Vive [Italie !” but upombeing told that the crowd would 
then cry “A bas la guerre!” it was determined to say 
nothing. 

It appears now more than probable that a congress 
will be held, some say in London, some at Geneva, to 
endeavour to settle the points at variance between 
France and Austria; so after some days of most unusual 
gloom, matters appear to be somewhat clearing up. La 
Presse, which has, until a few days ago, been exceedingly 
warlike in its tone, has changed its note, and now plays 
the lute instead of the trumpet, fulminating much abuse 
against its late friend, Sardinia. M. Geroult, one of its 
chief rédacteurs, and a man of ability, has left the paper 
in disgust.

A NATIVE BALL IN LUCKNOW. 
The special correspondent of the Times (Mr. Russell), 
writing from Lucknow on the 13th January, gives an ac- 
count of a ball at Maun Singh’s. He says: 

“It was, after native ideas, a very grand affair. Maun 
Singh enters, followed by the officers of his household, in 
a brief interlude, and going te the General throws over 
his head a wreath of very rich-looking silver and gold 
thread with tassels, which he‘takes from a tray carried 
by a servant. “Then going round to all his guests which 
are seated to the’ number ‘6f''¥50 or 160 along the ball- 
room, he gives to.each with his own hands a similar mark 
of his attention, the richness of each being proportioned 
to the ratik of thé recipient. A list of guests would com- 
ES all Europeans in Lueknow, except Lord Clyde, Mr. 
ontgomery, the private soldiers, and a few officers. 

é The great treat for the natives was to see the ferin- 
ghees at supper. Maun Singh is a Hindoo, but the flesh 
of the sacred bull—rather an ancient one too—decorated 
his tables, aided by great joints of cow beef, and the 
holy Mussulman looked down on the unclean feeders 
who devoured ham, to him an abomination, conjoined 
with fowl, which is to the Hindoo as revolting as pig is 
to the former. The equipments of the table were imper- 
fect—officers drank champagne out of soup-plates, and 
the clever feat of the féte champetre, by which. bottles are 
decapitated, fingers cut, and wine spilt, was frequently 
accomplished. There was great abundance of ligneous 
tongues, which had often neighed cheerfully at the 
aspect of the nose-bag, and the fowls and joints 
hostile in death, had apparently been Kyanized, and:

A ROYAL VICEROY FOR IRELAND. 

A London letter in the Derry Journal says:—* ft is 
the anxious wish of the Queen that a member o£ the 
royal family should be her .representative in Ireland; 
and this feeling—long cherished by the gracious lady 
whose demestic circle evidences that genuine maternal 
care which commends the admiration of all her subjects 
—has grown with the growth of his Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales. It is a settled fioirt that, no 
matter what Liberal government may come into powet?, 
Lord Carlisle is booked for the Irish Lord Lieutenancy. 
It is known that the noble earl would prefer not resuming 
the cares and responsibilities of the office ; nevertheless

GALWAY HARBOUR. 

A repert has just been made by Captains Washington 
and, Vitch, and Mr. Barry Gibbons, as to the capabilities 
of the harbour of Galway. ‘They consider that for the 
purposes of a harbour of refuge nature has done all that 
| is reqtired ; but with a view of facilitating embarkation 
| of passengers, maiis, and goods, they propose various 
| engincering works. That on‘ the stnallest scale consists 
| merely of 4 landing. jetty, and the cid tf a small 


ledge of rock; tut if it should. be decided tof make Gal- 
way a permanent mail-picket station, they propose 
either tolerect e pier to extend in a south-easterly direc- 
tion, from jhe south end -ef Mutton Island, about 800 
yards, into a depth of from five to six fathoms of low 
water at spriug tides, which would cost altogether about 
£300,000, or, instead of carrying out the chief works 
into low water, to bring a low-water channel up to the 
existing harbour and dock, the cost of which scheme 
would probably be aliout £150,000. The third plan 
that has been prepared consists of a pier about 400 yards 
long, extending from the south end of Mutton Island, 
the inner portion of it being built on open piles, so as to 
allow the sea and tide to pass through. ‘This design, in- 
cluding the necessary docks, would exceed £300,000. 


A New Cramast TO THE ÍNCHIOUIN Prerace.—A 
new claimant for the ancient Irish title and barony of 
Inchiquin is about to appear in the person of Mr. Fitz- 
| James O’Brien, of this city. The Times of this city says 
Í that on the death of the last Marquis of Thomond, Sir 
Lucius O’Brien, brother of the distinguished patriot, Mr. 
Smith O’Brien, asgnmed the title of I Inchiquin 
without authority from the Herald’s College or the 
Crown. ‘The consequence has been an order from the 
Crown prohibiting this gentlerman from appearing at 
Court under any title but that of Sir Lucius O’Brien. 
These proceedings naturally awakened investigation, and 
Mr. Fitz-James O’Brien has just received letters by the 
Prince Albert, informing him that immediate were 
being taken to establish his claim to the vacant y. 
Mr. O’Brien is descended in a direct line from a branch 
of the Thomond family, whose ancestors emigrated 
to Holland over a century ago. The last represen- 
tative of this branch was Count Otto O’Brien, who 
for some was in communication with the father of 
the present claimant, relative to his claim to the title in 

uestion. Count Otto, however, and Mr. O’Brien’s 
, died suddenly, and the matter was dropped. The 
cout, however, left behind him a valuable collection of 
family documents, which are said fully to establish Mr. 
O’Brien’s claim to the title, and competent persons are 
engaged in Holland making the necessary searches. As 
it is possible that in this country there may be some 
emigrant Hollanders who have some knowledge of the 
Count Otto O’Brien, we are instructed that any infor- 
mation regarding him, which may be forwarded to J.

HEAD OFFICE—YESTERDAT. 
Exrraorprxary Case.—A man named James Joseph 
Brownlow, described on the charge-sheet as of 6, Old 
Mountpleasant, was brought up in custody of Sergeants 
Hughes and Fox of the G Division, charged with being 


tenant at the Upper Castle-yard, between twelve and 
one o’clock on yesterday. It appeared from the evidence 


that the prisoner was to come to the Castle that day to 
present a challenge to his Excellency, not to mortal 
combat, but to moral combat. They went to the Castle 
for the purpose of watching him, and were not long 
waiting when they saw him driving up furiously on a 
car, with a banner having on one side the Royal Arms, 
and on the other the following inscription :— 
“PEACE AND PROSPERITY TO IRELAND. 
“ The Saxon that loves us and feels for our land, 

To him surely Erin will stretch forth her hand, 

Whilst he v ho has driven the poor from lis door 

Should tremb!e so long as h> stays on our shore. 

If each loves the other, how soon should she be 

First flower of the earth, and first gem of the sea?” 

When arrested there were found in his possession two 
old pistols, and a sword broken into three parts. He also 
had a letter in his hand, which he wished to be'sent up to 
the Lord Licutenant. It was addressed to his Excellency. 
He stated in it that he had good reason to suspect that a 
foul murder had been perpetrated on a woman, and if 
his Excellency would permit him, he would enter into 
the particulars of it, and bring evidence to support his 
statement; that he charged one of her Majesty’s offi- 
cers with complicity “ to cover blood,” and another offi- 
cer with dereliction of duty, inasmuch as that when 
written to on the subject, he refused to return an 
answer. He then stated in a most rambling and extra- 
ordinary style in the document, that he hoped his Excel- 
lency would take the “ present appeal” in the matter into 
consideration, as that was the last appeal he would make 
to him before going to a higher tribunal ; that the pre- 
sent course was taken by him in compliance with the 
advice of one of the divisional magistrates. 

The Prisoner—No ; I said [ would certainly go over 
to the Queen about the matter, as I was here refused 
the rightsef a British subject, having sent in a petition 
to the Lord Hieutenant before, to which I received no 
answer. 

Sergeant Fox said he found a placard in the posses- 
sion of the prisoner, a number of which some time ago 
he had distributed at the breakfast given to Signor 
Gavazzi. 

The prisoner stated that he had organized a great 
society in Dublin, consisting of 100 men and 200 women. 
He had been Secretary to the “ Congregational Home 
Mission,” and left that in consequence of being asked to 
comply with certain rules, such as Total Abstinence—a 
thing which he believed on principle to be a mere 
humbug. 

Mr. Magee—Ilow many societies do you belong to? 

Prisoner—Only.one, but I have been the originator 
of two societies. Orie of them is called the “'William- 
ites.” I consider that I have been deprived of my rights 
as a British subject in not receiving an answer to my 
petition. ‘There should have been either a commission 
de lunatico inquirendo brought out against me, and at 
once prove I was a lunatic. or else issue a writ of out- 
lawry, before ‘he Lord Lá. enant refused to answer my 
petition. It would have been very easy for an official 
to have sat down and written an answer to me. 

Mr. Magee—W hy did you carry the pistols? 

Prisoner—For no other purpose than to show Pwas 
a man of peace (laughter). If you look at the pistols 
you will sce they would not hurt a fly; and as to 
the sword, it is broken in three places. The sword I 
got from my brother, who was first-class assistant sur- 
geon in the Crimean army. My gun I sold, and broke 
my pistols on principle, not to injury any body with 
them.

The prisoner asked the magistrate where he would be 
detained in custody, and was informed at Harold’s Cross.

Lire-Boat ror tuk Lake or Gennva.—The inha- 
bitants of the city of Geneva have decided to station a 
life boat on their lake. ‘The cause which gave rise to 
the purchase of this life-boat is somewhat interesting. 
During a heavy gale of wind last winter on the lakes a 
man named Mermillod, a sailor by profession, put off in 
a flat-bottomed boat to the rescue of several persons 
who were clinging toa wreck. In testimony of Mermil- 
lod’s courageous exertions on that oecasion the govern- 
ment of Geneva and the inhabitants of the town have 
presented him with the munificent gift of 30,000 francs. 
They also resolved on having a life-boat permanently 
stationed on the lake, and commissioned Mermillod to 
go to Englond to purchase it.
